Maroa, who proceeded, in a 
rambling • speech of about thirty1 min- 
utes, to berate the government and ev- 
erybody living under it, except himself 
and a few others of tho Lord's chosen,' 
who ho seemed to think were spejeially 
delegated by tho Almighty to leafl out 
tho American people trom the terrible 
bondage under which they are groan- 
ing. The speaker made out, (if his thc-'i 
ory ia to bo accepted), that the 'groat 
mass" of people in this'country are -mere 
ignorant serfs, who toil uppn farms and 
in shops to all thejpockets of the few rich 
men in the land. It was a dubious pic- 
ture, truly, that the Doctor drew of the 
condition of our country, both socially 
and financially, and tho unkindesf cut 
of all was that after he had 'disclosed to 
tho audience the sad condition in which 
they were, ho sat down without suggest- 
ing any way out of their degraded con- 
dition. The speech certainly had one 
redeeming quality — brevity — which, was 
evidently highly gratifying to all pros- 
cat.
